Forty or More of the Excursionists 
Art* Maimed—Four Hundred Passee 
get*** Aboard the Excursion Train. 
Cause of the Awful Accident Wa* 
a Mistake In Orders. 


Bound Brook, N, J., Jan. IO.—A terri­ 
ble collision occurred yesterday at Dun 
ellen, three miles from this city be­ 
tween a local train and an excursion 
train. Over 400 persons were aboard 
the excursion train, and the list of killed 
numbers over a score and injured 40 (Hr 
more. 
At the spot where the disaster oc­ 
curred there is a sharp curve in the Le­ 
high Valley tracks a and steep cutting, 
but the accident was due in the fir-t 
place to some terrible mistake iu train 
orders, and in the second place to an 
accident that occurred at Bound Brook 
earlier in the day. The scenes which ac­ 
companied the collision, the sufferings 
of the injured and Rte panic that reigned 
among the 400 passengers, were well 
nigh indescribable. The bloodstained 
Wreck of tangled aud twisted iron aud 
wood tliat was still on the railroad tracks 
last night bore witness to the truth of 
the general verdict of railroad men that 
this was one of the worst collisions in 
recent years. 
A beodend collision on a doubletrack 
road was made possible only by a freight 
\vi> ck winch occurred at Bound Brook 
earlier in tho day. This completely 
blocked the eastbound track, aud Lehigh 
Valley trains bound for New York were 
switched from their own track to the 
westbound track.! 
The Illfated Train. 
Train No. 20, which left Shamokin, 
Pa., yesterday, was so heavy with human 
freight that it had to be broken into 
three sections. The first two sections 
arrived at Bound Brook, switched over 
to the other track, switched back at 
New Market aud reached New York in 
safety. 
The third section of this train was an 
hour late. 
Its seven cars were crowded 
with 400 excursionists, most of them 
from Mount Carmel and Shamokin, Ma­ 
honey City, Hazelton, 
Ashland mid 
Pottsville, Pa. 
Meanwhile there had been waiting at 
New Market a lo-a1 tram that plies reg­ 
ularly between New York and Bound 
Brook at 11:59 a. rn. Owing to the 
traffic all going on one track it was al­ 
most an hour late. At last the train dis­ 
patcher at South Plainfield gave it per­ 
mission to go. 
Just before reaching 
West Dunellen Engineer Rick slowed 
his train down, because he stops for 
passengers if there are any. 
Martin 
Brennan, the signal man, threw up his 
arms and waved them, as if to say there 
wen* no passengers, so the local put on 
steam and in;tried round the curve, go­ 
ing at about 25 miles an hour. 
There 
were only four passengers on the local. 
In the cab of the excursion train was 
Engineer James Prendergast and Fire­ 
man George Cheshire. 
They saw the 
local as it started on the curve. 
With 
shrieking whistle and brakes grinding 
sparks from the wheels the excursion 
train bore down to what seemed certain 
destruction. The passengers, alarmed 
at the continued whistle, opened the 
windows, mothers snatched their chil­ 
dren in their arms, men started from 
their seats, but before they had time to 
find out what was the matter they were 
hurled headlong, knocked senseless aud 
many killed outright. The two engines, 
from which both crews had jumped, 
came together with an awful crash. 
Crushed by the Engine. 
The local engine, as if tripped in its 
faster flight, turned a complete somer­ 
sault and came crashing down beside its 
now demolished obstruction.

The car, or what was left of it, 
rolled over, carrying with it the im­ 
bedded tender, the fragments of a dozen 
bodies and the imprisoned wounded, 
who had been carried with the jagged 
iron on its relentless course through the 
coach. 
It was in the first car of the excursion 
train that all t he deaths and most of the 
casualties occurred. 
The other cars, 
though their occupants 
were badly 
shaken, stayed on the track and were in 
condition to bo hauled off. The bag- 
gagecar in the front of the local train 
was rather badly smashed up. 
Relief and wrecking 
trains were 
quickly on hand. 
As the dead were 
token from the demolished car they 
were put in tho rear cars of the excur­ 
sion train and taken to Bound Brook, 
where a coroner’s inquest was held last 
night. The injured were put in the 
cars of a local train. 
Twenty-one were 
token to Plainfield hospital, while the 
less seriously injured went on to Jersey

Simplified Fortifications, Bicycle* and A u ­ 
t o m a t i c G a n * A r e M o d e r n F e a t u r e s . 
It scorns to be tho general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
tho development of m ilitary science in 
the immediate future will be in tho cli 
rection of si rn pit Ae* I fortifications, g n a t 
er utilization of the bicycle and the ex. 
tended uso of some form of automatic 
gun. 
Tho modern army engineer seea 
little use in raising groat mounds of 
earth such as used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
heeded. 
Tho bigger the earthwork the 
greater tho m ark for the enemy’s guns 
A hole in tho ground has been the theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that wo possess fieldpieces with 
disappearing carriages it can be prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring Tor th great volleys of 
death dealing bull‘d and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory w ith all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy what tho hollow 
road near W aterloo was to the cuiras 
Biers of Napoleon, 
Tile rifle of the future w ill be the an 
tomatic rifle. 
This is tho conclusion of 
m ilitary men not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Willo, a Ger­ 
man army e x p e r t on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it w ill u lti­ 
mately be tho rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of merit is its capacity for doing away 
w ith the mechanical operation of load 
lug. 
In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating hie 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by General Willo, th# 
force of tho recoil of the automatic gar. 
is employed for charging and closing 
the breech, and the firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to load the 
weapon, so th at the number of el ds dis­ 
charged w ithout an effort is precisely 
the same as the total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
weak part of tile automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but. as they have been found 
after tests made in Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from 10,000 to 14,- 
000 discharges, this does not count for 
muoU.—New Yolk Sun.
